Each month we follow the field closely on the status of | 
security work by analyzing the backlog of pending active cases and 
delinquency in espionage, internal security, security matter, foreign 


intelligence and racial matters cases in classifications 65, 100, 105 


and 157. Status of these cases as of November 30, eae is set forth below. 


In November, 1966, there was a decrease in pending active 
metters in the Field in celassif fications 65, 100, and 105 from 19,675 
to 19,46z. Uei1nquency matters decreased trom 1,1y¥8 to 1,U8U. the 
percentage of delinquent matters decrees fron. 6. 1 per. cent to . Ss 5 per 


‘cent. ~ é 2 fan poner oS 


During the same month, pending active matters in the 15/7 
classification increased from 5,217 to 5,295 while deljnquent matters 
decreased from 328 to 292, The Field-wide delinquency in this ~ 
classification decreased from 6,3 per cent to 5.3 per cent. 


Letters are being sent to the oF eteds indicated by asterisks 
on pages 4 and 5 herein, commenting on their delinquency and pointing 
out the necessity for bringing their cases in these classifications 
to a current status,

DETAILS: . 


The November, 1966, administrative reports for all offices 
indicate that the total pending active matters in classifications 65, 
100, and 105 decreased from 19,675 to. 19,462, Delinquent items decreased 
from 1,198 to 1,080. The percentage of delinquent items decreased from 
6.3 per cent to 5.5 per cent. These same reports disclose that in the 157

The percentage of delinquent items decreased from 
7.0 per cent to 5.8 per cent. These same reports disclose that in 

the 157 classification total pending active matters decreased from 
5,107 to 5,094; delinquency decreased from 421 to 294; and the percentage 
of delinquency decreased from 8.2 per cent to 5.8 per cent.

aT Security reports are disseminated to numerous 
interested agencies throughout the executive branch of 

the Government. By far the vast majority of such reports 
received are disseminated outside the Bureau. The 
responsibility of such dissemination necessitates careful 
and thorough evaluation of each report to assure that it 

is absolutely accurate both in form and content. In April, 
-1964, we initiated a program of dissemination of letterhead 
memorandum in all Security Index cases to Secret Service in 
connection with its responsibilities for Presidential 
protection, Initial dissemination was accomplished by 
early June, 1964, and as names of individuals are added to 
the Security Index appropriate letterhead memoranda are 
ambmitted to Seeret Service, In addition, ve keen Secret 
Service advised of changes in the status of these 
individuals on a contimuing basis. 


We are continuing to receive a heavy volume of 
requests from various departments of the executive branch 
of the Government for the availability of witnesses 
appearing in reports previously disseminated for appearance 
at hearings being conducted by such agencies as the 
Department of Defense and United States Coast Guard in 
efforts to remove subversives from access to classified 
data and/or restricted areas. :

DETAILS: 


The July, 1965, administrative reports for all offices indicate 
that the total pending active matters in classifications 65, 100, and 105 
decreased from 20,069 to 19,957. Delinquent items decreased from 1,705 
to 1,624. The percentage of delinquent items decreased from 8.5 per cent 
to 8.1 per cent. These same reports disclose that in the 157 classifi- 
cation total pending active matters increased from 4,232 to 4,681; 
delinquency increased from 385 to 681; and the percentage of delinquency 
increased from 9.1 per cent to 13.2 per cent.

The August, 1965, administrative reports for all offices indicate 
that the total pending active matters in classifications 65, 100, and 105 


saat increased from 19,957 to 20,472. Delinquent items decreased from 1,624 to 


1,398. The percentage of delinquent items decreased from 8.1 per cent to 
6.8 per cent. These same reports disclose that in the 157 classification 
total pending active matters increased from 4,681 to 5,162; delinquency 
increased from 681 to 919; and the percentage of delinquency increased 
from 13.2 per cent to 17.8 per cent.

SYNOPSIS: 


Each month we follow the field closely on the status. of security 
work by analyzing the backlog of pending active cases and delinquency in 
espionage, internal security, security matter, foreign intelligence and 
racial matters cases in classifications 65, 100, 105 and 157. Status of 
these cases as of September 30, 1965, is set forth below. 


In September, 1965, there was an increase in pending active 
matters in the field in classifications 65, 100 and 105 from 20,472 to 
20,523. Delinquent matters decreased from 1,398 to 1,337. The percentage 
of delinquent matters decreased from 6.8 per cent to 6.9 per cent. 

During the same month, pending active matters in the LF 
classification increased from 5,162 to 5,299 while delinquent matters 
decreased from 919 to 540. The field-wide delinquency in this classi- 
fication decreased from 17.8 per cent to 10.2 per cent. 


Letters are being sent to the offices indicated by asterisks 
on pages 4 and 5 herein, commenting on their delinquency and pointirg 
out th: necessity for bringing their cases in these classifications to a 
current status,

DETAILS: 


The September, 1965, administrative reports for all offices 
indicate that the total pending active matters in classifications 65, 100, 
and 105 increased from 20,472 to 20,523. Delinquent items decreased from 
1,398 to 1,337. The percentage of delinquent items decreased from 6.8 per 
cent to 6.5 per cent. These same reports disclose that in the 157 classi- 
fication total pending active matters increased from 5,162 to 5,299; 
delinquency decreased from 919 to 540; and the percentage of delinquency 
decreased from 17.8 per cent to 10.2 per cent.

Each month we follow the field closely on the status of security 
work by analyzing the backlog of pending active cases and delinquency in 
espionage, internal security, security matter, foreign intelligence and 
racial matters cases in classifications 65, 100, 105 and 157. Status of 
these cases as of October 31, 1965, is set forth below. 


In October, 1965, there was a decrease in pending active matters 
in the field in classifications 65, 100 and 105 from 20,523 to 20,300. 
Delinquent matters increased from 1,337 to 1,400. The percentage of

Each month we follow the field closely on the status of security 
work by analyzing the -acklog of pending active cases and delinquency in 
espionage, internal security, security matter, foreign intelligence and 
racial matters cases in classifications 65, 100, 105 and 157, Status of 
these cases as of December 31, 1965, is set forth below. 


In Decenber, 1965, there was a decrease in pending active matters 
in the field in classifications 65, 100 and 105 from 20,034 to 19,774. 
Delinquent matters decreased from 1,413 to 1,370, The percentage of

During the same month, pending active matters in the 15/7 
classification c-creased from 5,416 to 4,927 while delinquent matters 
decreased from 950 to 938.

The December, 1965, administrative reports for all offices 

_ indicate that the total pending active matters in classifications 65, 100, 
and 105 decreased from 20,034 to 19,774, Delinquent items decreased from 
1,413 to 1,370. The percentage of delinquent items decreased from 7,1 per 
cent to 6.9 per cent. These same reports disclose that in the 157 classi- 
. fication total pending active matters decreased from 5,416 to 4,927; 
delinquency decreased from 950 to 938; and the percentage of delinquency 
increased from 17,5 per cent to 19.0 per cent.

Each month we follow the field closely on the eevee of 
security work by analyzing the backlog of pending cases and delinquency 
in espionage, internal security, security matter and foreign intelligence 
eases in classifications 65, 106 and 105.

In January there was a decrease in pending active matters in 
the entire field in the security classifications from 19,107 to 18,404.

internal security, security matter and foreign intelligence cases in 
1965, is set forth below. 


. In February there was a decrease in pending active matters in 
the entire field in the security classifications from 18,404 to 18,242. 
Delinquent matters decreased from 1,705 to 1,4/0. The percentage of 
Seer matters decreased from 9.3 per cent to 8.0 per cent. 


Letters are being sent to the offices indicated by asterisks 
on page four herein, commenting on their delinquency and pointing out the 
necessity for bringing their security cases a a current status.

The percentage of delinquent items increased from 6.8 per cent 
to 9.5 per cent. These same reports disclose that in the 157 classifi- 
cation total pending active matters increased from 3,737 to 3,760; 
delinquency decreased from 615 to 555; and the percentage of delinquency 
decreased from 16.4 per cent to 14.8 per cent.

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1, What changes have been made regarding dissemination 
to Seeret Service? 


By teletype to all offices dated December,10, 1963, 
captioned "Travel of the President in the U. S. and Commonwealth 
of Puerto Rico,'' we instructed the field to immediately initiate 
a review of Security Index, Reserve Index, and pending security ~ 
cases as well as a review of files relating to ultra-rightist, 
racists, and fascist for the purpose of identifying individuals 
in these categories possessing: (1) emotional instability or 
irrational behavior, (2) persons who have made threats of bodily 


harm against officials or employees of federal, state, or local 


government or officials of a foreign government, (3) individuals 
expressing strong and violent anti-United States sentiments and 
who have been involved in bombings or bomb making or whose past 


-eonduct indicates tendencies toward violence, and (4) individuals 


whose prior acts or statements depict propensity for violence and 
hatred acainst organized government. The field was instructed 


“Go Gmmeanaccly SicLominsc+e infernetion concerning -ny 

individuals falling into the above categories and was given 

a 30-day deadline for the completion of the initial review. 

The field was further instructed to disseminate to Secret 

Service information concerning any individuals subsdquently 
identified as falling within the above categories. This is a 
continuing program. Prior’ to this date the basic dissemination 
policy dealt with actual or implied threats against the President, 
the President elect, their families, and the Vice President.

2, Has Secret Service adopted any new criteria and, if so, 


when and what are the changes? 


In a conversation with Mr. - June 15, 1964, 
Chief, a «of Secret Service furnished Mr. . 
a proposed guideline for law enforcement and intelligence 
agencies in referring information to Secret Service for its 
assistance in fulfilling its presidential protective 
responsibilities, The basic guideline furnished by Secret 
Service is: 3 _ as -

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A threat to physically harm the President, | 
members of his immediate family, the President elect, 
the Vice President, et cetera or to cause him and 
them embarrassment whether it is by an individual 

or a group or organization should be furnished to 
Secree Service. 


Bayond the basic type of information, Secret 
Service lists three factors to be considered in determining 
what other type of information is desired, They are: 


1, Interest of individual or organization. 
2 Capabilities of ene individual or organization. 
3, Activities of the individual or organization. 


In commenting upon the above factors, Mr. ** / 
indicated that the {interest of the individual or organization 
is the prime factor to be considered but must be coupled with

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for referral to Secret Service. It was indicated that the 
interest must be toward the President or others for whom 
Secret Service furnishes protection, or other high Government 
officials in the nature of a complaint together with an 
expressed or implied determination to use other than legal 
means’ to satisfy any grievance real or imagined, 
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It was indicated that after the interest phase 
is met ‘then the activity which would encompass previous 
mental instability, history of violence and the capability 
for furthering the interest, would dictate whethersthe case 
should be referred to, Secret Service. 


Mr. ""~ °4.°, ;proposed guidelines were discussed 
in a memorandum from Mr. _ to Mr. _  . dated 
6/16/64 at which time it was pointed out that the guideline 
developed by Secret Service if adopted by us would somewhat 
narrow the present dissemination policies to Secret Service 
and it was recommended that we contime our present policy 
with respect thereto. renee a 


In addition to the above, in August, 1964, 
Secret Service drafted a sample letter to be directed by 
the various field offices of Secret Service to chief's 
of police throughout the country aytlining Secret Service's 
respolsibiiity IOr procecting the Feesident vl tue 
United States. In this letter Secret Service indicated 
that basically it should be furnished with any information 
coming to the police department's attention of a threat 
to physically harm the President, members of his family, 
the Vice President, et cetera or to cause him or them any 
embarrassment whether it is by an individual or a‘group 
or organization. Secret Service indicated that it would 
also like information of any individual or group of individuals 
who physically harms or threatens to harm any local, state 
_ or nationally elected officials. In connection with this 
type of information Secret Service indicated that it would 
like to receive any detailed data contained in the files 
such as background, mental condition, propensity for violence, 
_ possession of firearms and so forth.’ A copy of the sample > 
letter as well as a copy of the proposed letter to all 
Secret Service field officés was obtained for review and in 
connection therewith the Director commented "be certain we 
do not take the lead in this project. It is one for Secret 
Service decision." Following an analysis which is contained 
in a memorandum from Mr., .°° | to Mr. © . . deted 
9/11/64 captioned "Liaison with U. 5. Secret Service! the 
Director approved advising Secret Service that the Bureau had 
_no objection to their proposed letter to local law enforcement 
agencies.

3. Are all names on the Security. Index now going to Secret Service? 


By airtel to all offices dated 4/13/64 the field was 
instructed to immediately begin preparation of letterhead 
memoranda for dissemination to Secret Service in all Security 
Index cases. A 30-day deadline was set for all offices with 
less than 1,000 Security Index subjects. Those offices having 
in excess of 1,000 Security Index subjects were advised that 
the review must be completed within 60 days. Memorandum from 
Mr. . _ to fir. = j;@£ June i7 recorded compietion of 
the initial review. 


As new names are added to the Security Index, 
letterhead memoranda are furnished to Secret Service. an 
addition, we keep Secret Service advised on a continuing 
basis of changes in the status of these Security Index 
subjects with respect to residence, employment and death. 
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4, There'is another index, the Reserve Index, Sections 
A and B. : 
‘we have disseminated to Secret Service memoranda on 
individuals whose names are included in this Reserve Index 
whose activities fall within the instructions contained in 
the December 10, 1963, teletype to all offices referred to 
previously herein. Blanket dissemination of all cases has 
mot been done inasmuch as these individuals are not active 
in a subversive movement at this time: and have not been 
active therein within a period sufficient to bring them - 
within the Security Index criteria. : 


5, Are all defectors on the Security Index and are their 
names going to Secret Service? ae 


In arriving at a determination as to the dangerousness 
of an individual, we have considered individuals who have defected, 
revoked or sought revocation of their U.S. citizenship in 
favor of a Sino-Soviet-bloc country, who have returned to the 
U.S. and who have’ taken no positive steps to counteract 
such action. It is necessary that any individual who 
engrered in artivitiea indiearine Aisaffertion for the We S. 
be considered for inclusion in the Security Index. 


We have arranged with the Defense Department to be 
advised promptly by the military services of the identity 
and background of any member of the military services who 
has returned to civilian status in the U.S. after defecting 
to*a communist-bloc country from the military service, 


We have arranged with the State Department, the Central 
Intelligence Agency and the military agencies to be notified 

* when information comes to the attention of such agencies 
concerning U.S. citizens who return to the U.S. after traveling 
‘to foreign countries, particularly Sino-Soviet-~bloc countries 
including Cuba and while there indicated’a disaffection for 

the U.S. To assist these other agencies and our field offices 
in defining a person who has indicated disaffection for the 
U.S., we have furnished each with the’following criteria: 


a, a desire to renounce U.S, citizenship, 
b,. a desire to seck citizenship in a Sino- 
Soviet-bloc country, including Cuba, 
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Cc. a repudiation of or antipathy for 

the U.S., da. an attempt to remain in 

& Sino-Soviet-bloc country for an extended 
period because of a preference for the : 
communist system. 


Information we receive in connection with individuals 
who fall in one of the criteria listed above ig immediately 
disseminated to Secret Service, both locally and at .

Continuing, the Manual specifies 
that an individual's loyalty to a subversive organization

Also, in August, 1964, Secret Service drafted a proposed sample letter to 
be disseminated to all chiefs of police by local Secret Service field offices for guidaice 
in their furnishing information.
